If we advance a step further, and come
down to the great question of reconstruction,
we hore find the Republican party still carry-
ing out the express provisions of the Consti-
tution. The overthrow of the HRebellion left
the Bouthern States, in the language of Presi-
dent Johnson, “‘sathont civid government.''  The
firat question that arose was, who should take
the initiative in the work of reconstruction ?
And in reply to this the Constitution furnishd
the ready answer, “‘that the United States shall
guarantee to every State in this Union a re
publican form of government.”” Bnt the
U/nited States can only act through the Legis-
lative branch of its Government, The Exeen-
tive is restricted to the execution of law; the
Judiciary, to the adjudication of cases arizing
under the law. Hence the work of revon-
struction belongs solely to the Congress of
the United States, The President’s attempt
to do this work was in the highest degree un-
constitutional, and Congress in resisting it
and treating what hie had done as a nullity,
was simply defending  the integrity and
supremacy of the Conatitution against a most
flagrant and dangerous assanlt,

This brings us lfinally to the plan of revsn
struction npon  which Congress wis bound
by the Constitution to acvt. And it
vitally important to note the change in the
